The 78-year-old pontiff, rally- 
ing from his serious illness, 
stood at his bedroom window 
this afternoon and heard the 
cheers of assembled pilgrims. 

The Pope, who suffered a 
hearly fatal collapse last week, 
was now reported taking mild 
exercise by walking with assist- 
ance in his bedroom.

‘The Pope said in his broad- 


“As we behold ‘the entire 
Catholic world kneeling today 
like one family at the feet of 
the Immaculate Virgin, we are 
grateful to the Lord who, as a 
seal on such a multitude of 
prayers and good works offered 
up to Him during the year of 
grace has asked of us suffering 
and sacrifice as an act of love.” 

After his message the Pope 
recited the Ave Maria. The 
thousands outside joined in. He 
then added his benediction: 
“And may the blessing of Al- 
mighty God, Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, descend upon you 
now and remain with you ever. 
Amen.” 

Cheers of “viva il Papa (long 
live the Pope)” and “viva Maria 
(long live Mary)” rose from the 
crowds outside the basilica of 
St. Mary Major. 

The ceremony was. broadcast 
by the Vatican radio station. 
The broadcast included transla- 
tions of the Pope’s benediction 
in all the principal languages 
used by the church.

There was a remarkable im- 
provement in the Pope’s voice 
since his brief radio address last 
Sunday during the ceremony ven- 
erating the newly beatified monk 
Placidio Riccardi. 

On Sunday there was a breath- 
lessness about his speech as 
each word was an effort.

with great feeling. 

Silence gripped the throng 
outside as the announcer said 
“the Pope speaks.”

He stood behind the closed 
window for five minutes and 
waved and saluted the crowd.

His doctors and nurses stood 
near him . But he appeared to 
be standing at the window with- 
out aid. 

The Pope had wanted to make 
a “live” broadcast today, but 
aids persuaded him a recording 
would be less trying. 

Authoritative sources said the 
Pope is still very weak and not 
out of danger, even though he 
now is eating and retaining 
semi-solid food.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP) 
—dAssistant Secretary of the 
Navy James H. Smith says the 
big United States Sixth Fleet 
with its aircraft carriers is kept 
in the Mediterranean because 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization command, of which 
British Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery is deputy, wants it there. 

But Smith makes it plain that 
the Navy isn’t there by its 
choice, because the confines of 
that narrow sea limit the mo- 
bility of the fleet. 

Smith's views came to light to- 
day in an outline of material he 
prepared for use at a news con- 
ference on Monday, but all of 
which he @id not use at that 
time. 

Smith, who handles naval air 
affairs, called the Monday con- 
ference to reply to some of the 
points raised by Montgomery in 
an address last week at Los An- 
geles. The famed British soldier 
had said—that the day of the 
flat top is drawing to an end. 

“Narrow Waters” | 

In Smith's notations, made 
available to newsmen, he said | 
Montgomery focused his discus- | 
sion on Europe, the North At-| 
lantic and Mediterranean.

Wartime Experience. 

“Field Marshal Montgomery 
may well remember when in the 
dark days of early 1942 the 
United States carrier Wasp 
twice ran the Mediterranean to 
provide the land base of Malta 
with air support. In that in- 
stance the control of the air 
over land and sea was exercised 
by naval air power for the bene- | 
fit of a land force whose line of | 
communication *would otherwise | 
have been cut.’ 

The Sixth Fleet has been on 
station in the Mediterranean 
since 1948, when the Russian | 
menace in Europe began to de- 
velop ominously. 

In the military chain of com- 
mand, the Sixth Fleet apparent- 
ly has a dual responsibility—re- 
sponsible operationally to both 
the United States Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in Washington and to 
NATO; commanded by Gen. Al- 
fred M. Gruenther, who in addi- 
tion to his NATO command also 
is overall commander of Ameri-

A Freeholder’s View 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mayor Tucker and County Super- 
visor Matthews are no doubt sincere 
in their decision not to support the 
proposed transit plan. 

But to the hundreds of thousands 
of streetcar and bus riders it will be 
difficult to understand that there is 
not some way to improve upon the 
present arrangement. The spiraling 
transit fares coupled with the con- 
stant decreases in service do not con- 
stitute a problem that will go away 
because we refuse to look at it. 

It seems to me as a Freeholder, 
although I certainly do not speak for 
the board, that the first order of 
business is to substitute a new meth- 
od of regulation for one which, on 
the basis of past performance, could 
hardly be recommended. 

Mayor Tucker fails to answer the 
concept of local regulation when he 
savs that the “regulation of public 
utilities involves the application of 
well-settled legal principles and these 
principles are the same whether the 
regulating body is appointed by local 
or state authorities.” 

This is only partly true. In rate 
_ eases there are questions of both fact 
and law. The law, or legal principles 
would be the same regardless of the 
nature of the regulatory body. 

However, it was my feeling in vot- 
ing for the plan that the questions of 
fact involved would receive much 
more study. 

. * - 

One question of fact revolves 
around the proper allocation and rea- 
sonableness of Public Service Co.’s 
“expenses.” It is conceivable that 
a utility company might justify a 
higher fare if certain of its “ex- 
penses” were greater than absolutely 
necessary. 

Included in “expenses” are insur- 
ance costs. Public Service Co. in- 
sures its liability and certain other 
casualty risks in the Transit Casualty 
Co., a separate corporation, of which 
Public Service Co. owns 46 per cent 
of the capital stock. 


The private companies which car- 
ried this risk in 1943 and 1944 re- 
ceived a premium approximating 7 
per cent of the gross operating reve- 
nue. By 1948 this premium (to the 
Transit Casualty Co.) had grown to 
12.9 per cent) of gross operating 
revenue. 


For the seven full years -(1946 
through 1952) in which the Transit 
Casualty Co. has insured the Public 
Service Co., the rate has averaged 
11.3 per cent of operating revenue. 

The premium of 11.2 per cent in 
1952 amounted to $2,932,143, where- 
as a rate of 7 per cent for the same 
year would have been $1,818,771.08 
or over $1,000,000 less in the way of 
insurance costs. 

From Dec. 31, 1946, to Dee. 31, 
1950, the equity of the Public Serv- 
ice Co. in the capital stock and sur- 
plus of the Transit Casualty Co. in- 
creased from $281,513 to $630,807, 
according to the annual statements 
filed with the Insurance Department 
of the State of Missouri. This would 
be an increase of over 224 per cent. 


Since that report was issued, Tran- 
sit Casualty Co.’s insurance rates 
have gone down. Whether such a 
decrease was to the full extent per- 
missible or not no one has deter- 
mined. To do so would no doubt re- 
quire more investigatory work than 
the Public Service Commission of 
Missouri has time for. 

Many such questions of fact re- 
main unanswered. 
* * . 

No one in the world can promise 
fare reductions in these times. But 
it must be remembered that the sys- 
tem of expressways planned for the 
city will worsen the transit problem 
by weaning public transportation rid- 
ers to the use of private automobiles. 

So far as a voluntary joint survey 
on the part of the city and county is 
concerned #t is quite clear that the 
results of this survey will only be 


accepted by the city if they seem to “ 


be in the best interests of the city. 
Conversely they only will be accepted 
by the county if in the best interests 
of the latter. 


It would seem that the basic pur- 
pose of the appointment of a Board 
of Freeholders would be thereby 
frustrated. Under the Transit Plan 
the city and county line is abolished 
so that the Commission established 
can work for the good of the entire 
metropolitan area. 


It is true that persons seeking of- 
fice may lie about what they ce 
for the transit riders and thereby 
obtain votes. This can hardly be 
considered a newly discovered defect 
in our political system. 

But it would seem that a vigilant 
press would inform the public on 
such a vital issue. The possibility of 
worthless campaign premises does 
not, in my humble judgment, out- 
weigh the advantages of establishing 
a Metropolitan Transit District.

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Aid Only in Arms? 

Secretary Dulles has added one more to the 
throng of trial balloons which have been sent up 
in Washington to test the climate on a new for- 
eign aid program for Southeast Asia.‘He says 
Congress will be asked for such a program, but 
makes it fairly clear that the Administration has 
not yet been able to decide what kind or how 
much to ask for. 

The multiplicity of balloons no doubt reflects 
the fact that the climate so far is unfavorable, 
both in congressional and in public 6pinion. In 
all humility, the Administration should confess 
that it has itself helped to create that climate, 
with loose talk about “foreign handouts” and big 
talk about budget-balancing economies. 

To offset that kind of talk in the past, what 
is needed now is a frank and searching explana- 
tion of why economic aid for Asia is essential, 
and a clear account of the great stakes involved. 

This would require, of course, a prior resolu- 
tion of the controversy within the Administra- 
tion, which finds Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey reportedly opposing anything but a 
program of modest loans, and Messrs. Dulles and 
Stassen urging grants of the Marshall Plan type. 

The two sides to this argument really are not 
talking about the same things. The case for eco- 
nomic aid to underdeveloped areas rests on the 
proposition that without external aid these areas 

cannot industrialize and otherwise improve 
their standards of life rapidly enough under 
freedom to match the programs promised by 
Communism. 

If this assumption is correct, it should be clear 
that small loans will not meet the need. If the 
need exists at all, it is a need for massive aid, 
not driblets. 

But does the need exist? To demonstrate that 
it does, the Administration will have to extin- 
guish another illusion which it did much to cre- 
ate—the illusion that all Southeast Asia needed 
for its security was a defense pact and threats 
of “massive retaliation.” The truth that is now 
beginning to emerge is well stated in the words 
of the Prime Minister of Ceylon, a visitor in 
Washington this week: 


The nations of Asia, if attacked, will de- 
fend themselves, but the first aid they need 
is economic aid. We want you to help us 
build up our industries. If America will give 
us this aid, she can safely leave to Asia the 
job of defending herself against Communism. 


The other side of the medal is that without 
such aid, there is a strong chance that Asia can- 
not defend herself against Communism. If China 
can show more rapid economic gains under Red 
tyranny than India and other Asian lands show 
under freedom, Communism may expand without 
firing a shot. 

Are the American people willing to invest in 
economic aid to prevent that from happening? 
Or are we willing only to invest in military 
power which may be largely irrelevant to South- 
east Asia’s situation? 
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Betrayal in Illinois 

The convictions of Evan R. Dale and James 
Bateman should help to clear up one of the 
worst situations of public betrayal by labor lead- 
ership in the United States. 

Dale, head of the AFL laborers and Republl- 
can leader in Southern Illinois, was found guilty 
on three counts under the Federal Anti-Rack- 
eteering Act. Bateman, leader of the AFL pipe- 
fitters’ union in Murphysboro, was convicted on 
two counts. The main charge was that they tried 
to extort more than a million dollars from a 
company building the Joppa power plant, an 
atomic energy facility. This important project 
was plagued by strike after strike. 

Assistant United States Attorney Edward G. 
Maag asked the jury whether all the Govern- 
ment witnesses had been lying and only Dale 
had been telling the truth. And then the prose- 
cutor stated the case in even plainer words: 


This is not a trial of union labor.-Dale is 
a union leader who has betrayed his trust. 


Labor racketeering betrays union members for 
the personal benefit of a union boss. The con- 
tractor is victimized. The Federal Government 
in this case was victimized, and the taxpayers 
and public were victimized. But for Southern 
Illinois the situation has a special meaning. 

Southern Illinois, with’ a faltering coal indus- 
try, needs ali the new industry, all the construc- 
tion and building and work ft can get. Labor 
racketeering discourages all this. Dale and Bate- 
man were found guilty of a disservice to their 
home region. 
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The One Vote That Counts 


As certified to the Senate after a partial re- 
count, the senatoriak election in Ohio has been 
won by Republican George H. Bender over Dem- 
ocrat Thomas A, Burke by the reduced margin 
of 2970 votes. That is a margin of just about one 
fourth of a vote per precinct. 

In other words, if one voter—just one—at 
every fourth ballot box had voted the other way, 
Senator Burke would have been elected by the 
margin now certified for Senator-elect Bender. 

We repeat. Never say again—never—that one 
man’s vote doesn’t count. 
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After Yoshida, What? 


It took Japan’s Prime Minister Yoshida a long 
time to realize that power had passed from his 
hands. Even though his last-minute trip to the 
United States was not very productive, and 
despite a wholesale bolt from his party, he still 
held one high card. He could dissolve the Parlia- 
ment and force new elections. He knew that 
Japanese politicians, with the possible exception 
of the Socialists, were averse to more campaign- 
ing just now. He believed they would rather al- 
low him to continue in office. 

But when the true extent of the opposition be- 


, came clear to him, Yoshida dropped out, of the 


battle without further fuss. He and his Cabinet 
resigned without waiting for a vote of no confi- 
dence. The thought of new elections was aban- 
doned to the political storm. Not only had his 
opponents lined up a good 70-vote margin against 
him in the Diet, but his most faithful supporters 
—the conservative business element in Japan— 
urged him to run up the surrender flag. 

The defeat is partly personal. Yoshida was vir- 
tually installed as Premier by the occupation 
forces. The founder of his Liberal party, Ichiro 
Hatoyama, was slated for the post, but MacAr- 
thur headquarters turned thumbs down. This 
made relentless rivals of the two men, but for 
most of his seven years in office Yoshida was 
able to govern almost with the authority of a 
dictator. This, too, produced political enemies. 

A more important factor in Yoshida’s defeat, 
however, is the decline of the Japanese economy. 
The end of the Korean war boom made this 
painfully apparent. And that is why Hatoyama 
talks about more trade with Russia and China— 
but with no décline in the fervor of Japan’s 
friendship with the West. . 

An anti-Yoshida government undoubtedly will 
begin with wide popular support. For continued 
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popularity, however, it will depend on better- 
ment of the condition of the Japanese people. 
So the ge) 9 Fiennes of Yoshida may be 
much more t than the job of making him 
walk the political plank, Considering Japan's 


part in Pacific defense, this may cause as much, 


worrying in Washington as in Tokyo. 
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Declaration of War 
Like a snarling, wounded animal, Senator Mc- 
Carthy struck out in rage. It is no accident at all 
that the target of his fury was Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 
President Eisenhower is the leader of the Re- 


publican party and as such he stands in the way 


of McCarthy’s restless ambitions. It was his re- 
sistance to the Senator's bludgeoning tactics that 
set in motion the events which led finally to con- 
demnation., 

And so McCarthy hits at the President—hits 
and, characteristically, runs for a hideaway. This 
is indeed, as Senator Flanders says, a declaration 
of political war. The White House accepts it as 
such. President Eisenhower says he will not in- 
dulge in personal vituperation and remarks 
pertinently that McCarthy can try to form a 
third party if he wishes, but will find that 
difficult. 

Do the people believe, with McCarthy, that 
President Eisenhower is guilty of a “shrinking 
show of weakness” in dealing with Communism 
abroad and at home? Do they believe that by pa- 
tience in refusing to be provoked into a frightful 
war he is “soft” on the Reds? 

Do they believe that by congratulating decent 
Senaters who have had the co to resist 
McCarthy, the President is guilty of obstructing 
the fight against Communism? 

Let Senator McCarthy find out whether the 
people support him in these wild and absurd 
charges against the President. And let the people 


find out who in the Republican party supports — 


McCarthy in this ultimate and revealing assault. 
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The People Will Decide 

Even before the Chamber of Commerce joined 
the opposition to the transit district plan, one 
of the freeholders who prepared the proposal 
spoke of the possibility of calling off the Jan. 25 
election. He was so taken aback by the objec- 
tions of Mayor Tucker and County Supervisor 
Matthews that he thought it might be inadvisable 
to submit the plan to the voters. 

The election, however, has to be held. That is 
a matter of law under the State Constitution, and 
the Mayor and Supervisor did not oppose the 
right of the voters to pass on the plan. 

Despite the. official opposition, one thing 
should be clear about the transit proposal: it is a 
project of the people. The officials had next to 
nothing to do with it. 

The people set in motion the legal machinery 
under which the freeholders were selected. Some 
15,000 valid signatures of registered St. Jouis 
voters were attached to petitions calling for free- 
holders to tackle the transit problem. Another 
5000 signatures were obtained in the county. 

The freeholders then represented the people, 
not the officials, and they worked hard on their 
mandate to study transit needs. And it is the 
people of city and county who, in the privacy of 
the voting booth, will decide for themselves 
whether to accept or reject the plan. 

If they accept the plan, they will create a new 
political entity with power to regulate public 
transit and a mandate to search for long-range 
answers to the problem. If they reject the plan 
on advice of Mayor and Supervisor, there will 
be nothing left except, of course, the perennial 
transit problem. That will still be with us. 
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The Tie at Home 

“It’s best not to hang ties on a rack,” says no 
less an authority on tie-hanging than Business 
Week, in its department headed “Personal Busi- 
ness." This advice will no doubt be dismaying to 
women whose menfolks have plenty of ties, 
handkerchiefs and socks—those standard re- 
courses of desperation of the gift-bearing female 
—and who had therefore decided to give the 
men in their lives tie racks for Christmas. 

Ties fall off of tie racks, the trouble is. This is 
true whether the tie rack is first and foremost a 


clothes hanger, or whether it is a piece of string 


suspended between a couple of tacks, or whether 
it is one of the most ornate, gadget-full, bona 
fide tie racks. On some tie racks ties tend to 
hide behind each other, which is only slightly 
less undesirable than falling off. 

So we are bound to agree with Business Week 
when it says: “Have a separate drawer where 
you can keep them folded.” The only trouble 
with this advice is that it does not tell how to 
keep the woman of the house from taking the 
ties out of the drawer, where they do not com- 
port with her sense of orderliness, and hanging 
them on some rack or other, where they do. 

We will, therefore, pick up where Business 
Week left off. Have a decoy tie rack where the 
woman of the house can hang ties—preferably 
some old ones you won't be wearing—until her 
sense of orderliness is satisfied. You can then 
keep your current ties folded in a separate 
drawer in relative safety—or at least so we and 
Business Week will hope. 
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Secretary Mitchell Speaks Out 

Secretary of Labor Mitchell comes out flatly 
against the so-called “right to work” laws in his 
speech to the CIO convention. This is the sec- 
ond time Mr. Mitchell has made his position 
plain. Addressing the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors last April, he characterized 
right-to-work statutes as “bad laws.” 

These laws, adopted by 17 states, prohibit 
closed shop and union shop labor contracts. The 
federal Taft-Hartley Act bars closed shops, which 
compel employers to hire union members only. 
But the same law allows the union shop, which. 
requires new employes to join a union after 
their employment. 


Secretary Mitchell offers three objections to” 


right-to-work laws: they do not create any work, 
he says; they tend to limit the freedom of collec- 
tive bargaining; and they undermine the security 
and strength of labor unions. 

Of the 17 states with such laws, 12 are in the 
South and all are predominantly agricultural and 
interested in attracting more industry. Three 
other states—Maine, New Hampshire and Dela- 
ware—repealed similar legislation shortly after 
adopting it. In Missouri, the State Chamber of 
Commerce is trying to promote an anti-union 
shop statute. | 

One clear fact about right-to-work campaigns 
everywhere is that they are.not pushed by work- 
ers’ groups byt by some empjoyer associations. 
The phrase “right-to-work” really expresses the 
ideas of these employers about their right to hire 
free of any union restrictions. = 

As Secretary Mitchell says, such laws restrict 
collective bargaining. The right-to-work cam- 
paign is an effort to win a common type of labor 
dispute by shifting it from the bargaining 
to friendly legislatures,

The promoters of Dixon-Yates have long 
been bitter foes of TVA. 

We do not believe that the great 
Tennessee Valley will permit itself to be 
penetrated from the outside by groups 
which are unfriendly to the public pow- 
er project. If the worst comes to the 
worst, the TVA area will itself consider 
methods of financing its own power ex- 
pansion, but it is a duty of all members 
of Congress from this area to fight to 
the bitter end for the preservation of 
the methods of financing TVA which 
have brought it to its present great 
position. 

The Dixon-Yates contract represents 
a deliberate deviation from a system 
that has worked well. Its intentions are 
even more suspect than its terms.

KSD-TV INSTALLING 
COLOR FLM CAMERA 


New Facilities to Permit 
Origination of Such Pro- 
grams in St. Louis.

Installation of new equipment 
which will permit origination of 
color film programs on tele- 
vision in St. Louis for the first 


time is being completed by Post-/ 


Dispatch Station KSD-TV, 
George M. Burbach,- general 
manager, said today. 

The new facilities, which are 
valued at $100,000 and weigh 
a ton and a half, will enable 
the station to telecast color 
slides as well as color motion 
pictures. KSD-TV has been 
transmitting network color pro- 
grams since the compatible TV 
color system went into uSe a 
year ago. 

The new equipment includes 
a three-tube color television 
camera, control and signal pro- 
cessing apparatus, projectors for 
color film and slides, and auxil- 
jiary gear. It is in addition to 
some $50,000 in colorcasting fa- 
cilities that KSD-TV installed 
last year for handling network 
programs. 

With three color - sensitive 
tubes for picking up red, green 
and blue images, the tri-vidicon 
camera is one of the station's 
most complex mechanisms, Al- 
though only an inch in diameter 
and eight inches long, each tube 
costs $565. Altogether the sys- 
tem employs more than 190 
tubes. 7 

Permanently mounted in KSD- 
TV’s projection room on the 
mezzanine floor of the Post- 
Dispatch building, the bulky 
camera looks like a big steel 
cabinet, but its interior is a 
maze of wires, condensers and 
other electronic instruments. Its 
operating adjustments are made

STRING CONCERT 
BY SUDETA COREL 


Unfaltering Program Given 
Despite Absence of 
Concertmaster. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The Societa Corelli, another 
one of those remarkable Italian 
string ensembles that have 
achieved international reputa- 


tions in the postwar period, 
played a concert to a capacity 
audience last night in Graham 
Memorial Chapel, Washington 
University. The absence of Ful- 
vio Montanaro, concertmaster of 
the organization who suffered a 
slight heart attack during the 
day, meant the performance was 
given under a decided handicap. 
The program. had to be rear- 
ranged at the last moment and 
the first viola, Frederick Steph- 
any, took over the task of cueing 
the ensemble, 


No indulgence for possible 
mishaps was needed, however. 
The altered program, consisting 
entirelpy of Italian music of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury with the exception of a clos- 
ing work by Benjamin Britten, 
was played with an unfaltering, 
stylish ease and a rich mellow- 
ness of tone quality. Precision, 
balance and logic of phrasing 
seemed to occur instinctively, 
leaving perfect freedom for the 
inspired expression of connected 
musical ideas. 

In the first half of the pro- 
gram the ensemble played the 
Sinfonia No. 2, The Concerto in 
E Minor and the Concerto alla 
Rustica all by Vivaldi, and all 
distinguished for the beauty of 
their material and the inventive 
ways in which it was used. Sil- 
vano Zuccarini stepped out of 
the ranks to play the solo part 
and gave a performance that 
could hardly have been bettered 
for its fluency, its consistent 
quality of tone, and its per- 
suasive phraseology. The en- 
semble work in the accompany- 
ing strings was perfectly bal- 
anced in weight against the solo 
instrument. 


The “Arie Antiche” of Leo- 
nardo Vinci (not Leonardo da 
Vinci), the Introduction, Aria 
and Presto of Benedetto Mar- 
cello, three sections from a 
Suite by Corelli and Britten’s 
“Simple Symphony” completed 
the program. Though the Ital- 
ian works had certain charac- 
teristics in common—warmth, 
elegance, melodic significance— 
their individuality was suffi- 
cient to insure variety. Brit- 
ten’s little symphony provided 
a distinct contrast, being mer- 
rily humorous and faintly tinged 
with a folk-like coloring. It 
also had its own kind of author- 
ity. Britten has his own per- 
sonality and a gift for melody 
that other contemporary com- 
posers should envy. .

Drive along most any road in 
the Ozark hills and you will hear 
the muffled roll of gunfire. 
Shooting matches were held for 
several weeks before Thanks- 
giving day and will continue 
until Christmas Eve. Turkeys, 
geese, ducks and chickens are 
the usual awards to the shooters 
but occasionally beef and pork 
also afe given as prizes. Sports- 
men’s clubs, church and civic 
organizations, 4-H clubs and Fu- 
ture Farmers of America chap- 
ters have found these shooting 
matches a good source of profit 
as well as a means of advertising 
their various activities. 


In the olden days only rifles 
were used by contestants. It 
was pure skill that paid divi- 
dends. Each man was given a 
small,.square board with a cross- 
mark in the center and his ini- 
tials were scratched in the board 
at the bottom. Each contestant 
was allowed one shot at his 
board and the shooter whose 
bullet struck closest to the cen- 
ter of the mark won his choice 
of the prize, usually a beef. 
After sufficient money was 
raised by the contestants to pay 
the owner for the animal, the 
shoot was held and the beef ap- 
portioned accordingly. 


In those days the hide and 
tallow often were chosen as the 
first prize. The hide, when 
tanned, furnished shoes and 
clothing. The tallow was valued 
as a cooking fat and also was 
used to water-proof shoes, and 
the swains even used it as a hair 
dressing before calling on their 
brides-to-be. The second choice 
usually was one of the hind- 
quarters; the third choice, the 
other hindquarter; the fourth 
and fifth, the two forequarters, 
and the sixth marksman was 
awarded a consolation prize— 
the lead. out of the tree on 
which the targets had been 
nailed, Even the lead in those 
days was no small item. It was 
carefully reclaimed and molded 
into bullets to be shot another 
day. 

Some Rifle Matches Today. 

In the modern _ shooting 
matches shotguns are used al- 
most exclusively. Occasionally 
a match is held in which there 
will be a special event for rifle 
shooters; usually the guns are of 
.22 caliber and the type of tar- 
gets in vogue in the days of 
Boone and Crockett are often 
used. 

For shooters who would rather 
trust to luck than ‘their skill, 
some shooting matches have the 
“Lucky Card Event.” In this 
match:a large circle {gs drawn 
on each card. The circle is di- 
vided into a number of wedge- 
shaped areas—each wedge repre- 
senting a participant. As each 
“sold,” the owner 
‘writes his name ont. When all 
are sold, card is hung on a 
nail. and spun. <A. shooter fires 
ne .22 caliber cartridge at the 
card from a distance of about 
50 feet.. The winner is the per- 
son whose name is in the sec- 
tion struck by the bullet., If 
the bullet pierces one of the 
dividing line segments, another 
shot ig fired to decide the win- 
ner. 


In-most: of the shotgun events 
an “ is placed on the paper 
target and each shooter fires at 
his own individual target. After 
the group, usually 8 or 12, has 
fired one shot each, the targets 
are brought in for inspection by 
the judges. The marksman who 
has placed a shot nearest the 
center of the “X” wins the prize. 
Tickets for dressed frozen tur- 
keys usually are awarded the 
winners and they can be claimed 
at any time during the holiday 
season. 


“Splatter Card” Event. 


In recent shooting. matches 
many of the sponsors have a 
shotgun event called “Splatter 
Card.” The contestants do not 
even shoot; A white piece of 
cardboard, about letterhead size, 
is the target. Circles about the 
size of.a silver dollar are drawn 
on the card. Usually there are 
12 circles, one foreach partici- 
pant.

William Albach, a ‘German- 
born American citizen, was sum- 
moned as a witness before the 
House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee for defense activities 
which is investigating the sale 
of life insurance to United 
States troops in Europe. 

“After I found out what kind 
of policies | was selling, I quit 
because I wanted to keep a 
— conscience,” Albach testi- 
ied. 


He did not explain to the sub- 
committee what objections he 
had to the policies. 

His former employer, George 
Ashley of Freehold, N.J., gen- 
eral agent of the American 
Standard Life Insurance Co., of 
Fort’ Worth, Tex., told the sub- 
committee: 

“Albach was found to be com- 
pletely irresponsible. He tried, 
for one thing, to set up a 
dancing school for G.I.s and 
sell them insurance. He did 
other things. We did not want 
that kind of aman. We let him 
go ” 


Albach said he joined the in- 
surance company in July 1953, 
but.efter “only two months Mr. 
Ashley. called me ‘kh con man’. 
And. then I started to find out 
what kind of insurance: company 
I was working for.” >

An Ironic Story

NEW disease, first described in 1942, causes about 75 

per cent of the blindness in premature infants. This 

disease is called retrolental fibroplasia (RLF), Its chief 
cause has been discovered. Now RLF can be prevented. 

The story of this disease, its cause and prevention, is a 
strange and ironic story. It is the story of a life-saving 
element causing blindness when used too zealously, 

But first, what is RLF? It’s a derangement in the 
anatomy of blood vessels in the eye, specifically in the see- 
ing retina lining the back of the eyeball. These blood 
vessels normally develop tremendously in the infant during 
the four months before birth. 

When RLF occurs, the blood vessels burst into a wild 
surge of exultant growth. A veritable forest of capillaries 
occurs. These push out in front of the nerve cells so they 
cannot receive light. The blood vessels swell and push the 
seeing part of the retina away from its parent nerves 60 
that vision is cut off. This is the blindness that RLF 
produces.

WHAT HAPPENS TO THE PREMATURE INFANT, the 
child weighing less than three and one-half pounds, to set 
off this damaging burst of blood vessel activity? Why 
should the disease appear in the middle of the twentieth 
century? ; : 

Gradually the true story unfolded. Bit by bit, the 
doctors eliminated the host of possible causes: nutritional 
deficiencies and excesses, irritation from light, blood trans- 
fusions, or too little water. Gradually the various doctors 
working on this grave problem scrutinized the amount of 
oxygen these tiny infants were getting. 

Then it came to light. Man himself was the cause of 
this new disease. In an effort to save as many of these 
very premature infants as possible, many were being 
doomed to blindness. It was due to using excessive oxygen.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF INCUBATORS supplying 
concentrations of oxygen of 60 to 80 per cent actually 
caused this disease.

Doctors suggest that, although too much oxygen or 
sudden change from an oxygen-rich atmosphere to air 
the chief cause of RLF, there may be other causes. __ | 

It is certainly ironic that the life-giving element in air 
causes blindness when supplied in too rich a concentration 
te infants. Now that doctors have discovered this, they use 
smaller amounts for shorter periods of time only in those 
infants really needing oxygen. 

This does not mean that modern incubators must be 
discarded. It simply means that less oxygen must pass 
through them.
